Other members of the Society will remain same as issued vide 
this Ministry's above mentioned resolution No. F. 9-2/2003. 

Other terms and conditions of the said 
resolution will remain unaltered. 

It is also ordered that a copy of the Resolution be 
communicated to all the Ministries and Departments of the 
Government of India and to all State Governments and Utubn 
Territories.
